Indeed it seemed that with all 
that has been said and the heralded 
triumph of this great organization from 
its western trip that the house would 
have been packed, hut this is one of the 
strange things about people who attend 
the theatre. They ery for the best and 
when it star« - tn«*m in the face they 
want something else. 
The program last night was heartily 
received by those who were present and 
even Creator«* himself, the true artist 
that he is, flung to the breezes for the 
time the thought of emulument and ex­ 
pressed himself in an appreciative man 
ncr over the applause which he receiv­ 
ed. To go into detail and try to des­ 
cribe each number would be impossible, 
but suffice to say that the playing of 
the “William Tell” overture, the sex­ 
tette from “Lucia" and other old favor­ 
ites were simply grand.
